This two-faced room divider will solve many 
storage problems.

EASY STEP-BY-STEP INSTRUCTIONS 


Using a table saw, follow these easy step-by-step 
instructions to help you with construction. 

1, Lay out component parts on the number of 
plywood panels required, as shown on the cutting 
diagrams. Use a large steel carpenter's square to 
insure accuracy. In layout, be sure to allow for saw 
kerfs between parts. 

2. Cut all plywood parts accurately to size and 
then rabbet ends at top and bottom. Make dado 
cuts for shelves in partitions and end panels at 
heights shown in front perspective. Be sure to 
provide a blind dado in front for shelf D1 of desk 
compartment. Also, make dado cuts for partitions 
in top and bottom panels. Follow with dado cuts 
along shelf edges for compartments with sliding 
doors. Install metal track in these dado cuts. Also 
provide dadoes in bottom face of shelf for 14” 
partitions of record storage compartment. 

3, Drive 2” brads into both edges at bottom of 
desk front and drill pivot holes into adjacent par- 
titions. Position desk front into pivot holes and 
assemble shelves above and below to form the 
desk compartment. Install back as shown. As- 
semble remaining shelves and partitions with top, 
bottom and ends using 6d finish nails and glue. 
Check the unit for square while assembling. 

4, Place ¥4” plywood spacers into position in 
bottom of record compartment. Slip record parti- 
tions into place using a little glue along top and 
bottom edges. Install panels ‘H” and “I’’ into 
positions shown using glue and 6d finish nails. 
5, Next assemble filing box of desk compartment 
after necessary rabbets and dadoes are made. Rab- 
bet and dado drawer fronts, sides and backs and 
then assemble desk drawers as shown. Apply 
drawer guides to two top drawers only. 

6. Now make necessary rabbet and dado cuts on 
large drawer fronts, sides and backs. Assemble and 
then apply slides to the sides of each drawer. Next 
position guides in compartment (1) so drawers 
will slide without binding. 

7. Large sliding doors may be omitted if desired 
or installed at a later time. This can be accom- 
plished by fastening wood strips of size indicated 
along top face and bottom edge of divider. Install 
track, door hangers, divider strip and door fascias 
as shown in the detail. 

8. After filling nail holes and plywood edges with 
wood filler, sand your divider smooth and finish 
it to match the room decor. A three-coat job is 
best —undercoater followed with two coats of 
semi-gloss enamel. Sand lightly between coats. 
9, Now fasten caning in place with painted 14” 
quarter round. Drill holes in large sliding doors 
to set finger pulls flush with surface. Slip both 
large and Snail sliding doors into place to complete 
the unit.

HOW TO BUY FIR PLYWOOD 


Fir plywood comes in two types: 1. EXTERIOR-TYPE 
for outdoor use; 2. INTERIOR-TYPE for indoor use. 
Within each type are grades for every job (i.e., grades 
with two good sides where both sides of the panel will 
be seen, grades with only one good side for applications 
where only one side will be in view in the finished job). 
The right grade to use for each of the projects in this 
folder is given with each plan. 


The registered industry grade-trademarks shown below 
identify quality-tested fir plywood. Look for them on 
every panel you buy.

INTERIOR FINISHING TIPS

For best results use only top-quality 
materials. Follow manufacturer's 
instructions. Extra care in surface 
preparation and application will 
add to lasting appearance. Clean all 
surfaces perfectly and fill nail holes witth wood paste. 
Sand lightly between paint coats. Use non-toxic finishes 
for items to be used by very young children. 


PAINT FINISHES. First, brush on flat undercoat. Then 
apply second undercoat, slightly tinted with finish color. 
Last apply finish coat as it comes from can. For a gloss 
finish, us second undercoat made by mixing equal parts 
flat undercoat and gloss enamel. When using water- 
thinned paint, seal plywood with clear resin sealer, shellac 
or flat white oil paint. 


NATURAL FINISHES. For easy, inexpnsive “blonde” fin- 
ishes, first apply coat of interior white undercoat thinned 
so grain pattern shows through. (Tint if you desire 
color.) Apply clear lacquer, shellac or varnish. Attrac- 
tive one-coat stain waxes are available in colors. If you 
prefer a dark stain, first apply a coat of clear resin sealer 
to subdue grain contrast. 
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
